Brown Goode, or M. de la Blanchere, or 
Mr. Prank Bnckland to be irascible, yet 
the selling of the fish, something en- 
tirely different, has always been sup- 
posed to endow the vendors with a flow 
of trope and figures of speech of such 
nn incisive quality us tp completely 
throw in the shade the more sturdy and j 
burly dispensers of beef. There was a' 
book once written in Athens, for the 
sole purpose of giving young house- 
keepers the method of how to battle 
with the fish people; as Badharn ex- 
presses it, "to overcome them (tin; 
flit-dealer K) at vernacular slang, and to 
bear away the object of contention at a 
reasonable price."

" All mod to speak and none to haikcn, 
They set uhe very dogs a.barking.

Instantly water would be 
douched on the prostrate man, who re- 
clined at full length in the fish stall, and 
then both the man would come to, as 
would the fish.

a gong and speaking tubes. 
Onu of the 


finest features connected with his resi- 
dence, and one that will be appreciated 
by Mr. Tilclen, is the green-house on the 
•pacious grounds at the roar of the resi- 
dence. In short, the residence and all 
its adjuncts are complete: in every par- 
ticnlar."
